The resolution adopted on Mon- 
day (early Tuesday, Israel time), 
-after four days of debate did not 
name the Soviet Union specifically. 
But It said the Assembly “strongly 
deplores" military Intervention in 
Afghanistan, urged the 
"Immediate, unconditional and 
total” withdrawal of all foreign 
troops and called on the Security 
Council “to consider ways and 
means to Implement” that 
withdrawal. 

Most Moslem and third world 
nations voted for the resolution, and 
this constituted a stunning rebuke 
to the Soviet Union. Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim declared: 
“The real value of such a decision Is 
the moral value, because it is an 
appeal to the International com- 
munity." 


“This Is the strongest action In 
the United Nations in 29 years 
Against the Soviet Union," said 
deputy U.S. ambassador William 
He'uvcI. 

Meanwhile. Afghan rebels claim 
to have blocked three roads into 
Afghanistan's capital, forcing the 
Soviet Union to send troop rein- 
forcements and supplies to Kabul 
and Kandahar by air, a Pakistan 
newspaper reported yesterday. 

The Soviet Union denied yester- 
day that It had advanced an ar- 
moured division stationed In 
Afghanistan to the Iranian border. 

The U.S. State Department, which 

hod claimed that the Soviets were 
poised near Iranian oilfields, also 
retracted its statement yesterday 
saying that Soviet troops engaged 
in quelling the rebellion near the 
Afghan town of Herat do not 
threaten Iran.

This was the thrust of remarks by 
an American, source is Israel, ask- 
ed by Jerusalem Post what 
Itfael could and should do to ease 
America's tasks . In the light of 
events in Iran and Afghanistan. 

. . She American source noted that 
it was difficult for Israel to do much 
,at present because the Palestine 
issue had. a “cross-cut effect" on 
moderate Arab states friendly to 
the West. However, it would 
become easier for. Israel to play a 
stronger role in the region as a 
whole U it made a maximum effort 
to help reach a resolution of the 
Palestinian , question, and If this 
were satisfactorily achieved on the 
lines of Camp David, he said. 

- The source said that today many 
Middle Eastern countries are 


"blackmailed politically by the 
Palestine Issue, and immobilized 
by that Issue, from doing things 
which are in their own Interest." 
Some progress on the issue would 
reduce the blackmail, he predicted. 

If Israel and Egypt reach agree- 
ment on autonomy, aaa stage along 
the way to a solution, the moderate 
Arab states may accept It, the 
source said. If the U.S., Egypt and 
Israel could tell Saudi Arabia, the 
Gulf states. Morocco. Tunisia and 
Jordan that the Palestinians have 
been put on a course enabling a sub- 
stantial degree of autonomy, with a 
substantial partnership In the 
determination of their own future, 
those Arab states which are con- 
cerned about their security and 
worried about the Soviet threat 
would look at Israel, Egypt and the 
U.S. differently, he continued. 

The American source said it was 
true that “in a certain scenario one 
could imagine military cooperation 
between the U.S. and Israel becom- 
ing very important, but this even- 


tuality would depend on the context 
in the region. 1 ' 

Discussions were held with the 
Israeli authorities on “the negative 
effects of publicity on the issue of 
bases." the source said in reply to a 
question. 

Turning to related issues, the 
American source suggested that 
the PLO had been affected 
negatively by recent events In Asia. 
“It la In Increasing trouble in Libya, 
Syria. Saudi Arabia and Jordan." 

It Is to be hoped that the Soviet In- 
vasion of Afghanistan will teach 
Ayatollah Khomeini that the real 
threat to Iran Is a Soviet, and not an 
American threat. This would ul- 
timately modify his position with 
regard to the American hostages In- 
side the Teheran embassy, he con- 
tinued. 

The Soviet Union could use 
Afghanistan, and exploit the tribal 
elements spilling across its 
borders, for subversion in Iran as 
well as Pakistan, the source warn- 
ed.

On Monday, two ambassadors 
and four other hostages held at the 
Panamanian embassy here since 
Friday were freed unharmed after 
the Junta bowed to their leftist cap- 
tors' demands for the release from 


jail of seven members of the 
"February 28 Popular League." 

The hostages Included Am- 
bassador Alejandro Alvarado Plza 
of Costa Rica and Ambassador 
David Pere of Panama. 

Witnesses said s total of about 200 
.filial guerrillas occupied*- four 
largely poor northeastern Subiirbs 
for about 45 minutes on Monday 
night. 

In a telephone call to the 
newspaper "Dlario de Hoy," the 
guerrillas said the group occupied 
the neighbourhoods to protest alleg- 
ed "government repression" and a 
“massacre" carried out on Monday 
by the National Guard. 

The callers said the massacre 
took place In the town of Arcato, 100 
km. north of the capital. 


Syria gets new premier, interior minister

'Syrian; president' Hof ex Assad 
yesterday set up a new 37-member 
eoWhet, .whose main feature was 
the repla com en t of both the prime 
minister and the Interior minister, 
wbp had been responsible for the 
country’s shaky domestic front. 

Assad made no changes In such 
key portfolios as foreign affairs and 
defence, retained respectively by 
Abdul-Hallm Kh&dd&m. and Gen. 
Mustafa Ties, indicating that there 
; will be no shift in Syria's external 
mid military policies. 

.The new cabinet la beaded by Dr. 
AbdutRaouf Al-Kasm, the former 
. governor of Damascus, whose rise 
in the ruling Ba'oth party has been 
mainly based on Ms reputation sa a 
U niversi ty scholar who baa often 


pressed for modernization, and 
liberalization In administration. Al- 
Kasm la married to a Swiss- 
German woman who, like him, 
holds degrees in engineering and 
architecture. 

Al-Kasm was asked to form the 
new government last Wednesday, 
after the seventh regional Ba'ath 
party congress had lashed out at 
the outgoing premier All Halabi 
and former interior minister Adnan 
Dabbagh for allowing the country 
to plunge Into a Moslem sectarian 
war of assassinations and political 
uncertainty that had, in turn, 
trigge r ed inflation. 

The new government is the sixth 
to be formed since Assad took 
power In a bloodless ooup In 
November 1970. 


Among those who retained their 
posts was Information Minister 
Iskandar Ahmed Iskandar, one of 
the main architects of Syrian rap- 
prochement with Jordan's King 
Hussein and cooperation between 
the two countries in combating 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat’s 
boIo peace drive with Israel. 

All in all, some two-thirds of the 
outgoing ministers were replaced 
In portfolios dealing with Syria's 
domestic affairs. Interior Minister 
Dabbagh was succeeded by a tough 
army officer, Gen. Nasser Eddln 
Nasser, who has obviously been 
commissioned to contain armed 
anti-government activities often at- 
tributed to Moslem fanatics op- 
posing Assad's regime.

Brzezinski outlines new U.S. thinking: 

U.S. military presence,

WASHINGTON. — Using the most 
forceful language to date, U.S. 
national security adviser Zbigniew 
Brzezinski yesterday outlined the 
Carter administration's new 
readiness to establish a U.S. 
military presence In the Middle 
East, and "a regional security 
framework," which would include 
the U.S. 

"The U.S. has a vital interest In 
the stability of that region and It U 
prepared to use force, if necessary, 
to protect its vital Interests." he 
said. 

He added that the U.S. was 
prepared to create such a 
cooperative security framework In 
a variety of ways." "This doesn't 
require, in all cases, either physical 
or formal arrangements of the kind 
that have come to be associated 
with other areas (Europe and the 
Far Easti. 

“Nonetheless, the trend is 
towards increased American 
military presence In the region, 
towards greater utilization of 
available facilities, towards a 
regional security framework in- 
cluding also the U.S." 

Brzczlnskl's remarks were con- 
tained in a lengthy interview 
published yesterday in “The Wall 
Street Journal." 

The foreign policy adviser, whose 
views on these matters are con- 
sidered by political insiders here 
more hardline than those of 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance and 
other State Department officials, 
was apparently trying to use the In- 
terview to strengthen his position 
within the administration.

Gaddafi: Americans should seize their embassy 


TRIPOLI CAP). — Libyan leader 
Muammar Gaddafi has urged 
Americans living in Libya to take 
over the U.S. Embassy In Tripoli 
and set up a "people's bureau." the 
official news agency, Jana has 
reported. 

The U.S. government closed 
down the embassy in early 
December after a mob of 2,000 
demonstrators sacked It and set It 
afire. Libyan authorities offered to 


pay for the damage, but 
Washington insisted that Libyan 
authorities must first acknowledge 
responsibility for the attack. 

Setting his terras for a future 
reopening of the embassy, Gadaffl 
said he was "not opposed to the 
idea" of accepting a U.S. charge 
d'affaires in Tripoli “as long as he 
is accompanied by an American 
people's bureau In Libya." 


State Dep’t: No proposals 
on Israel loan repayment

WASHINGTON. — The State 
Department docs not make specific 
recommendations about easing the 
terms of outstanding U.S. military 
loans to Israel in a detailed report 
due to be submitted to Congress lost 
night (after midnight Israel time). 

U.S. officials said the 20-page, 
single-spaced report merely 
describes Israel’s economic situa- 
tion, with a special emphasis on 
Israel's balance-of-payments and 
external debt problems. 

The report on Israel — as well as 
one on Egypt — was formally re- 
quested by the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee earlier last 
year when it approved the special 
$4.8b. supplemental peace treaty 
package for Israel and Egypt. 

In that package, Israel received a 
22.2b. military loan and an 5800 m. 
outright grant to pay for two now 
Negev airbases. Egypt received 
Sl.Sb. In a military loan and 2300m. 
in economic aid. Last month the ad- 
ministration added to the package 
another $ 200 m. military loan for 
Israel. 


The Senate panel requested the 
report to determine whether the 
terms for the loans to Israel ond 
Egypt should be eased by reducing 
the interest rates or forgiving 
repayment. 

Israeli officials and Israel sup- 
porters In Congress have been hop- 
ing that the administration and the 
Congress might improve the terms 
of the loans. Last year the ad- 
ministration opposed any such deci- 
sion. 

In the report, according to U.S. 
officials, no specific recommen- 
dations are made — neither for nor 
against such a move. "It's mostly 
descriptive," one U.S. official said. 

Thus the burden will probably 
now fall on Congress to decide 
whether to initiate a review of the 
terms of the loans. Such a review 
could probably occur during the 
course of the congressional con- 
sideration of the new foreign aid 
bill. 

The State Department will make 
the entire report available to the 
press today.

But Brzezinski was blunt in dis- 
cussing the benefits of such steps. 
"The U.S. commitment." he s&Jd, 
"rests ultimately on our willingness 
to use our power in that part of the 
world, and I think there should be 
no doubt about that willingness. Let 
me add, the U.S. wishes friendly 
relations with ail Moslem nations. 
This explicitly Includes Iraq and 
Libya, countries with whom we 
don't have irreconcilable 
differences." 

The foreign policy adviser's sur- 
prising reference to Iraq and Libya, 
two pro-Soviet "rejectlonlst" 
states, seemed designed to 
reassure the Moslem and Arab 
world that any new U.S. alliance 
was aimed solely against the Soviet 
Union, whose Invasion of 
Afghanistan has severely strained 
Soviet- U.S- relations. 

President Jimmy Carter is 
reported to be considering a new 
"Carter Doctrine" for the Middle 
East — similar to the Truman Doc- 
trine of 1947 on containing the 
spread of communism In Europe — 
which would outline the specific 
steps the U.S. might take In the 
future to prevent similar Soviet in- 
vasions. 

Carter, presumably, is currently 
examining the various options 
recommended by his advisers, in- 
cluding the apparent differences 
between Brzezinski and Vance on 
such issues as formal alliances and 
permanent military bases. The 
final decision, of course, remains in 
Carter’s hands.

There were jubilant reactions 
in the Treasury yesterday and 
satisfied comments from the 
Bank of Israel after officials 
found out that prices went up by 
"only 8.1 per cent" last month. 
Senior officials in both in- 
stitutions saw in the relatively 
low rise in the consumer price 
index an indication that their 
struggle against inflation is ac- 
tually working. 

Prices rose by 111.4 per eent dur- 
ing 1979. Prices are now rising at an 
annual rate of 130 per cent, if 
current trends are projected 
forward on an annual basis. But 
this la much less than many 
economists predicted, especially In 
the early autumn, when inflation 
was running at an annual rate of 250 
per cent. They now say that the 
relatively low rise In prices means 
that manufacturers are absorbing 
rising costs of production. 

News of December's price-index 
rise came as the Histadrut and 
Treasury agreed on the amount of 
compensation salaried workers will 
get for higher prices. In a com- 
promise arranged by Zvl Sussman, 
the deputy governor of the Bank of 
Israel, the Treasury and Histadrut 
agreed that ail salaried workers 
will get an extra 25.9 per cent of 
their wages in compensation up to a 
celling of ILlS.500. This means that 
the maximum cost-of-living Incre- 
ment will be IL3.496 before taxes. 

But much of this compensation 
will be swallowed up by taxes. And 
since income tax brackets will not 
be adjusted, salaried workers will 
not for long enjoy the benefits of 
their wages. The Treasury is also 
considering two plans to raise In- 
come tax by a flat rate of 3 per cent. 

Calculations made by economists 
in Jerusalem yesterday show that 
the government stands to gain 
more revenue on the higher taxes it 
will collect because of the C-o-L In- 


crement then It will have to spend 
on higher wages for civil servants. 

Yesterday was the first time that 
news of the price index — often a 
key to speculation — was an- 
nounced before 5 p.m. Treasury 
Director-General Ya'acov 
Ne'eman was told of the figures at 
2 p.m. by Central Bureau of 
Statistic officials. He burst Into 
cheers and spread the news, which 
rapidly reached a radio reporter 
and a news broadcast. The figures 
are supposed to be published only at 
5 p.m. because the banks close at 
3.30 p.m. Central Bureau of 
Statistics officials are annoyed at 
the leak and said yesterday they 
would reconsider their relations 

with the Treasury. 

Sussman told The Jerusalem 
Poxt yesterday that be has no 
doubts that yesterday’s figures 
really do mean that prices are go- 
ing up by a lower rate now. He sold 
this is because manufacturers and 
retailers can no longer force the 
consumer to pay for all of their 
higher costs. 

But Sussman Immediately added 
that the accomplishments of the 
last two months in restraining Infla- 
tion may be wiped out because the 
government has been flooding the 
market with newly printed curren- 
cy in the last few months. 

The fruits of the battle against In- 
flation could also be lost if the 
Treasury doesn’t present a 
restrained budget and stick to it 
during the next fiscal year, 
Sussman said. 

The time is now ripe to hit at In- 
flation Sussman said, but he thinks 
that this would be best done by cut- 
ting expenditure and not wages. 
Sussman, It appears, does not sup- 
port the present Treasury plana to 
raise Income tax. He said that he 
feels that raising taxes Is only effec- 
tive In the long run. In the short run, 
he said, such a step would only ex- 
acerbate inflation. 

He believes that the lower rate of 
Inflation in December was caused

Gold hits $710 on world markets 


NEW YORK (UPI). — Gold 
skyrocketed to a record $710.30 an 
ounce at the close in New York 
yesterday after the secretary of the 
treasury said It was "not the ap- 
propiate time" for the U.S. to sell 
more of its gold. 

Gold set one new record after 
another throughout the day. It 
opened in London at $583 an ounce 
and closed at $687.30 an ounce, up 
$31 from Monday’s $638.30 an 
ounce. In Zurich the close was 
$684.30 compared with Monday's 

^54.U>. 


Gold traded around the $690 level 
In New York until shortly before the 
close when chaotic buying drove 
the price to $710.50 an ounce com- 
pared with $670.50 on Monday. In 
after-hours trading, gold was being 
quoted at $721 an ounce. 

The buying -pree came after U.S. 
Treasury Secretary G. William 
Miller said In Washington that the 
U.S. Treasury would follow its an- 
nounced policy of holding periodic 
gold sales for unspecificed 
amounts. However, be said it did 
not seem anapproplate time to sell 
U.S. geld *u this time. 


Four held after woman dies 
in brutal Netanya robbery

NETANYA. — Four persons were 
arrested yesterday a few hours 
after a violent robbery here Jn 
which an elderly woman was killed. 
Police spokesman Ell Zllze said 
that police are searching for a fifth 
suspect In the case and that his 
identity is known. 

Four men, dressed as policemen, 
knocked at 9 a.m. yesterday on the 
door of the Kerahlli family flat on 
Rehov Gordon in Netanya, police 
said. The four said they were on 
police business and were Invited 
into the apartment. 

The Intruders tied up Esther 
Kerahili, 40, her IT-year-old son and 
10-year-old daughter, and started to 
ransack the flat, police said. 

After finding IL10.000 worth of 
money and jewels, the burglars 
prepared to leave. However, 
Esther's mother, Sara Ganashvllll, 
walked In just as the robbers were 
walking out. (Ganashvllll lives next 
door.) 

The thieves struggled with 
Gan ash villi, 72. and pushed her into 


the looted flat. Police said the 
robbers beat her unconscious 
because she refused to divulge the 
whereabouts of her valuables. 

The robbers left the fifth-floor flat 
and jumped into a waiting blue 
Ford Transit. The driver of the 
vehicle was the only suspect not 
wearing a police uniform, police 
said. 

Ambulances and police cars 
arrived at the site within a few 
minutes and the family waa taken 
to the hospital. The doctors said 
Ganashvllll died from loss of blood. 

Police said the car and its driver 
were picked up at a police 
roadblock less than half an hour 
after the burglary. The suspect Is 
well known to local police and has a 
criminal record. 

Although the suspect refused to 
answer questions, police dis- 
tributed descriptions of known ac- 
complices of the suspect to police 
stations throughout the country. 
Three of the suspects were found in 
their homes In Tel Aviv and Holon 
less than three hours after the inci- 
dent. 


Weighing the possibility of war in the north

Israeli military and political of- 
ficials have Issued several war- 
nings over the past two weeks on 
the possibility of conflict with 
Syria. They have pointed to In- 
creased Soviet Involvement In that 
country, though there has been no 
official confirmation that another 
500 Soviet advisers ha\*e landed In 
Damascus. And they point to a 
marked Increase in the armed 
capability of the Syrian mlHtary. 

Within the Israeli Intelligence 
community there Is no clear-cut 
picture or scenario ps to the poten- 
tial of conflict from the north, but 
there Is a general consensus that 
Israel has to prepare itself for the 
worst. 

They point to Syrian President 
Hafez Assad's deteriorating Inter- 
nal position and the tendency of 
Syrian leaders to solve their Inter- 
nal problems by creating an exter- 
nal crisis around which the rank 
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and file can rally. 

The officials note Syria’s 
vociferous opposition to the Israel- 
Egypt peace treaty and the harm 
that could be caused to the peace 
process if stability in the Middle 
East were to be upset. 

The Syrians may also wish to 
take advantage of the current rift In 
Xsrael-U.S. relations, believing that 
the rift constitutes a weakness In 
the Israeli position. Moreover, a 
Syrian clash with Israel on the 
Golan Heights could serve as an 
“honourable excuse” for the 
Syrians to withdraw their 30,000- 
man peace-keeping force from 
Lebanon, to mend fences with the 
Iraqis and to consolidate the 
alliance with Jordan. 

While all these reasons are true

categorically that the chances of 
war are low._. 

At the slightest sign of sabre- 
rattling, the experts say, the 
analysts tend to take a “worst- 
case" view of events, not only to 
protect themselves but to prepare 
for the worst. 

A conflict with Syria need not 
take on the proportions of on all-out 
war. It would probably come In the 
form of a limited action. Israeli 
analysts claim that the Syrians 
have long given up the goal of 
"driving the Israelis into the sea" 
and realize that by drawing Israel 
Into even a limited conflict they 
would attain a number of aims.

Father suspected 
of molesting 
four daughters 


TEL AVIV (Ittm). — A man 
suspected of having sexual relations 
with four of his daughters for many 
years was ordered remanded in 
custody for 15 days by a magistrate 
here yesterday.

8 held after murder 
of underworld leader

TEL AVIV. — Eight well-known 
criminals were yesterday arrested 
for questioning in connection with 
the murder of Herzl Ozer early 
yesterday morning near his Bat 
Yam home, a source to the Tel Aviv 
district detective squad told The 
Jcrwtalom Poet yesterday. 

The men, residents of the area, 
had been involved in various 
crimes with Ozer, and one served a 
prison term with him. the source 
said- 

The bullet-riddled body of Ozer, 
32. who had a long criminal record, 
was found after midnight on Mon- 
day. Initial examinations Indicated 
that a bullet in his head was the 
cause of death. 

A special investigation team, ap- 
pointed yesterday to solve the Ozer 
murder, will cooperate with the 
team headed by Sgan-Nitzav Moshe 
Friedman, which is probing the 
murder of Industrialist David 
Shulman to Afeka a few weeks ago. 

Ozer and his associates were 
suspected of twice setting fire to 
Shulman' s furniture plant. Belt 
Mars, during 1974 and 1975, at the 
order of a man who has still not 
been found. Police believe, 
therefore, that the two murders are 
connected. 

Ozer, whose underworld career 
reportedly began when he was 14, 
was arrested a few years ago on 
suspicion of trying to blackmail

Beduin charged in Negev rape-murder 


BEER SHE BA (Itim). — A 22-year- 
old Beduin man has been charged 
with the rape-murder killing of 19- 
y ear-old Vered Weiner, and the 
man Is to be held in jail until the end 
of the court proceedings against 
him. 

The man, Atawa el-Touri, lives on 
a hill overlooking Kibbutz Mishin ar 
Hanegev and was arrested 89 days 
ago. His defence attorney says that 
the evidence against Touri is cir- 
cumstantial. But the prosecutor 
told the Beersheba District Court 


yesterday that the accused already 
has confessed to raping a woman 
three years ago and that a tape 
recording to police possession will 
back up the charges against the 
man.

The 170 families of the mabara 
were stunned yesterday, many 
repeatedly walking over to gaze at 
the charred ruins of the hut, of 
which only the blackened wooden 
support beams remained. 

Moshe and Tamlr Rozllio. whose 
hut adjoining that of the Bassas was 
also gutted in the fire, said yester- 
day that they hardly knew their 
neighbours. "They didn’t own the 
hut. It belonged to an old relative of 
theirs, hut they came here from 
time to time to spend the night,” 
Tamar said. 

Her husband told reporters 
yesterday how the fire occurred. 

"At .about midnight, we heard 
shouts for help and felt the heat of 
the fire. We quickly got our three 
children out and ran over to see 


Bassa and his wife calling for help. 
Apparently their kerosene heater 
went out of control and they left the 
hut to call for help. But the fire 
spread much faster than they ex- 
pected." 

Nevo said the municipality would 
put up the two affected families to a 
hotel until suitable bousing can be 
found. He also promised that social 
workers would be sent Into the 
neighbourhood to deal with any 
traumas suffered by residents 
because of the blaze. 

Tamar Rozllio said her family 
had always refused the 
municipality’s offers for alter- 
native housing because the flats

• The euphoria created by the 
peace treaty with Egypt would dis- 
sipate. and the fact that Israel has 
gained neither permanent peace 
nor recognition from the Arab 
world would become starkly promi- 
nent. 

Israeli military planners are fully 
aware of the Syrian reasoning to 
favour of limited conflict, and one 
can assume they have articulated a 
defence which would be designed to 
avoid a protracted conflict and to 
make unacceptably high the price 
Syria would be forced to pay to 
achieve the limited goals outlined 
above. 

Over the past six years the 
Syrians have totally mechanized 
their armed forces. They have in- 
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creased the number of tanks at 
their disposal from 1,600 in 1973 to 
2,200 today, with all the old-model 
T-54s and T-55s being replaced by 
T-62s and over 100 ultra-modern T- 
72s. They have trebled the number 
of their commando troops and con- 
centrated on developing specialized 
and mechanized . infantry farces at 
the same time they have invested 
heavily both in air defences and In 
new aircraft, notably Mig 25s and 
Sukhoi 22 tactical combat aircraft. 

The nature of the Syrian military 
buildup is clearly designed for ul- 
timate use against Israel and 
observers here believe that it la 
simply a question of when and how, 
not if. 

A key element in how things 
along the Syrian front will develop, 
obser v ers believe, hi how the Syrians 
believe the U.S. will react to 
regional tension or limited conflict. 
Until Assad Is assured that the UJB. 
is In a position to restrain an Israeli 
response, observers say, he will not 
risk conflict. But if events In the 
Persian Gulf and Afghanistan force 
the U.S. io mediate the conflict to 
Syria’s advantage — in order not to 
risk futher erosion of America’s 
position in the Arab world — the 
price Syria would pay might 
become more palatable In the con- 
text of the possible political benefits 
to be derived. 
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contractor Bezalel Mizrahi. But he 
was released for lack of evidence.

On Monday night, Ozer made his 
last trip to tils Dodge Dart to his 
home to Bat Yam. where he was 
ambushed and shot. 

The murder weapon was later 
found by police, who sent the gun 
for ballistics tests to determine 
whether it was used to other recent 
murders. 

A police source told The Poet that 
he believed the murders of 
Shulman and Ozer were connected, 
and that the web of murders was 
not complete. -"A person or group of 
people are systematically murder- 
ing criminals who stand In their 
way,” he said.

— A terrorist ceil 
that has In its possession a large 
quantity of explosives is apparently 
responsible for planting two 
timebombs to a playground near the 
Bat Yam city hall, police sources 
said yesterday. 

The two half-kilo bombs were dis- 
covered yesterday morning, before 
they were to go off to the early after- 
noon hours when children from a 
nearby school often fill the park. 


Police said that a worker cleaning 
to the park found one of the bombs 


in a pile of fruit and vegetables near 
the children's slide. The worker 
called police, whose sapper quickly 
arrived on the scene, dismantled 
the bomb, and to a search tor other 
explosives found the second bomb 
and dismantled it. 

Police said that the two bombs 
were large, and included packed 
shrapnel. If the bombs had explod- 
ed, much bloodshed could have been 
caused especially since many 
children usually fill the park in the 
afternoon hours when the bombs 
were set to go off.

A ministry spokesman explained 
that the money Is needed for 
kindergarten and school construc- 
tion in 38 Jewish areas, including 
Jerusalem's Gilo suburb, Rehovot, 
Bat Yam and Rtohon Lezlon, to 
avoid instituting a two-shift system 
next year.

Education Minister Zevulun 
Hammer said yesterday that the 
salary recommendations of the Et- 
zioni Commission on the status of 
the teacher cannot he toplemented 
immediately. 

Opening a debate to the Knesset 
on the commission’s recommen- 
dations, Hammer said Implementa- 
tion would trigger the opening up of 
all other wage agreements, which 
would undermine the government's 
efforts to rehabilitate the economy. 

Hammer said that he and 
Finance Minister Yigael Hurvltz 
were prepared to ask the govern- 
ment now to implement the 
recommendations when wage 
agreements throughout the 
economy are re-opened — but only 
if teachers agree to maintain "in- 


dustrial peace" in the interim. 

The minister again urged the 
teachers to submit their demand 
for special responsibility and 
academic degree allowances to the 
Labour Court or to arbitration, ad- 
ding that the government might In- 
itiate such an appeal to the court if 
the teachers did not.

In the first 30 months of 1979 
Israel exports to the UK grew by 49 
per cent to S32Bm.. but during the 
same lime Israel bought 3890m.

The Knesset Finance Committee 
yesterday .approved Finance 
Minister Yigael Hurvltz's plan to 
help pull Shaare Zedek Medical 
Centre out of its financial plight. 

The plan calls for the state to give 
guarantees of $0.Dm. to the Bank 
Leuml branch In New York so that 
the hospital can obtain loans to 
complete the new hospital on 
Jerusalem's Mount Herzl. 

The hospital's financial woes — 
and the proposals to cure them — 
have focused attention on the entire 
question of health planning in 
Jerusalem and have sparked off In- 
tense bickering among. the city's 
hospitals. 

Jerusalem Is recognized to have 
to o many hospital beds in such 
prestige fields as surgery, while it 
is very short of beds for the 
chronically 111 and for geriatric 
patients. 

Shaare Zedek maintains that 
even with drastic staff cuts and 
ruthless efficiency planning it 
would still not be feasible to operate 
the 300-bed complex at a level 
below 342 beds. The Health 
Ministry, which approved the 
original plans, ia now willing to 
license the hospital for only 268 
beds — the alzo of the original 
building on Jaffa Road. 

The director-general of the 
Health Ministry, Prof. Baruch 
Modan, said on Monday that the 
general economic situation had 
worsened and this also affected the

Envoy proposes 
population study

HAIFA. — Mexican Ambassador 
Alfonso De Garay, giving his first 
lecture at an Israeli university, 
on Monday proposed Israel as a 
“large-scale laboratory” for follow- 
up studies of changes In hereditary 
traits resulting from a change of en- 
vironment and pressures. 

De Garay, a scientist and head of 
Mexico's Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion department of radloblology 
and genetics, was lecturing at the 
Technlon at a seminar on heredity 
of human traits and the effect of 
mating systems on the phenotype 
(the observable characteristics of 
an individual or group) . 

The ambassador said Israel 
would be an Ideal place for such a 
study. He noted the population had 
come from many different coun- 
tries, with each Immigrant group 
bringing its specific traits with it.

Prof. Shlomo Stern, director of 
Bikur Holim, bitterly rejected this 
proposal as " chutzpa of the first 
order." 

“How would Ylgael Hurvltz react 
to a proposal to dose the Tenne 
Noga dairy because Tnuva was In 
trouble?” he challenged. (Hurvltz 
was the founder of the Tenne Noga 
dairies at present owned and 
managed by his son.) 

Five hundred staff members at 
Bikur Holim yesterday held a staff 
meeting to protest the suggestion to 
transfer certain of their 
departments to Shaare Zedek. “We 
will not go as lambs to the slaughter 
to solve the problems of another In- 
stitution which overextended 
Itself,” one of the workers said. 

Maeir suggested on Monday 
evening that work on the new 


Mlsgav Lad&ch maternity hospital 
in Katamon be stopped since there 
was no need for it either. He said 
that, as a member of the local plan- 
ning committee, he knew that the 
Health Ministry had authorized 
120-bed complex.

Zionist Organization's department 
of. education and culture is the

Taught mainly by American 
olim. the pupils are credited for 
their studies here by their local 
boards of education, said Ylsrael 
Bak. the department's programme 
coordinator.

Polish witness weeps while 
describing Nazis on trial 


DUE8SELDORF (UPX). - A 
Polish woman wept and screamed 
hysterically when called to testify 
yesterday at the trial of a former 
New York housewife accused of the 
mass murder of thousands of Jews 
in the Nazi death camp at Lublin- 

Majdanek. 

Helena Kurcuzz, 65, travelled 
from Warsaw to testily against 
Her mine Braunstelner Ryan — an 
Austrian-born woman who after 
World War H married a New York 
construction worker — and eight 
co-defendants in West Germany's 


longest-running Nazi crimes trial. 

When confronted with Ryan, 
whom ahe claimed to recognize 
through “her kind of grin, 1 ’ the 
Polish woman began sobbing and 
screaming. 

The trial, which began more than 
four years ago, was halted and the 
next session set for today. 

The nine defendants at the trial 
are accused of murdering some 
230,000 prisoners, mostly Jews, 
while working as guards at the 
Maldanek death c&mp in Poland 

between 1941 and 1944. 


U.S. officials assure Jewish 
leaders about Nazi probes

WASHINGTON. — The U.S. Justice 
Department has informed 
American Jewish leaders that Its 
prosecution of alleged Nazi war 
criminals now living In the U.S. will 
be “one of the highest priorities of 
the criminal division." 

Philip Heymann. the assistant at- 
torney general in charge of the 
criminal division, said In a letter to 
the Jewish leaders that he was 
“particularly sensitive to the fact 
that time is our greatest enemy and 
that a business-as-usual attitude 
cannot be tolerated.” 

The letter was clearly designed to 
try to reassure the Jewish com- 
munity that the transfer of Martin 
Mendelsohn from the special anti- 
Nazi unit does not signal any 
weakening in the Justice 
Department’s resolve to move 
quickly on the pending cases and In- 
vestigations. 

Democratic Representative 


Elizabeth Holtzman of New York, 
the driving force in Congress 
behind the campaign to deport the 
alleged Nazi war criminals, has 
complained about Mendelsohn's 
removal. 

The reshuffle at the unit caused 
some concern among those Jewish 
activists involved in the campaign 
to deport the Nazla, especially 
because of Mendelsohn’s reputation 
in the community. “Whatever 
happens to Marty Mendelsohn, the 
Jewish community feels very 
grateful to him," said Hyman 
Bookbinder. Washington represen- 
tative of the American Jewish Com- 
mittee. 

But Heymann seems have to 
succeeded In easing most of the 
Jewish leaders' concerns, accor- 
ding to sources present during the 
meeting. Heymann concentrated on 
listing the unit's achievements 
rather than explaining why 
Mendelsohn was removed. 


Auschwitz survivors to meet in Tel Aviv

TEL AVXV. — Simone Veil, presi- 
dent of the European Parliament, 
will attend a world conference of 
Auschwitz survivors due to open 
here next Wednesday. 

Veil, who was In Auschwitz 
herself, will be one of the 400 sur- 
vivors of the Nazi extermination 
camp who will attend the four-day 
conference. Organizers of the con- 
ference said yesterday that its pur- 
pose Is to “survey the meaning of 
the Holocaust for our national life," 


and to counter neo-Nazi propagan- 
da which claima that the Holocaust 
never happened. 

According to Stefan Grayek. 
president of the World Federation 
of Partisans, Ghetto Fighters and 
Concentration Camp Survivors, 
four million persons — of whom 
three and a half million were Jews 
— were gassed to death in 
Auschwitz. Another 405,000 persona 
were sent there for forced labour. 
But when the Russians liberated 
the camp they found only 30,000 sur- 
vivors, Grayek said. 


‘Ticket tax needed to aid local films’

The Israel Film Council wants 
clnemagoers to help subsidize a 
fund to develop the local film In- 
dustry. They propose that a special 
levy be made on all cinema tickets 
and also want a slice of the televi- 
sion licence fee applied for the pur- 
pose. 

The council's recommendations, 
which Include the immediate es- 
tablishment of a fund to boost 
Israeli filmmaking, were recently 
presented to Industry, Trade and 
Tourism Minister Gideon Patt. The 
council says that the levies It 
proposes have been adopted in 
several European countries where 
local cinema audiences thus aid the 
development of their domestic film 
industries. 

The council says that members of 


the European Common Market see 
the encouragement of their local 
film industries as developing a 
national, representative, cultural 
Industry, and take a long-term view 
of the matter. 

. Among the recommendations are 
that help be given to foreign film- 
makers who want to work In Israel, 
and that encouragement be given 
automatically to Israeli film- 
makers. 

Prize funds should also be set up 
for Israeli films, they say. 

A fixed percentage of the cost of 
every cinema ticket should go to 
helping the local industry. 

Other council recommendations 
are tax exemptions for foreign film 
producers working In Israel and tax 
reductions for Israeli producers. 
They also want closer cooperation 
between television and the local 
film industry. 


Liberation groups visit PLO in Sidon

Khomeini raps Soviets 


for alleged aid offer 


TKHKRAN lAPl. - Acting on 

order* of Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Kbomolnl, the Iranian Foreign 
Ministry has sent a note to the 
Soviet embassy complaining about 
a Soviet diplomat's offer to aid Iran 
militarily ngalnst the U.S. 

The Foreign Ministry statement, 
revealed yesterday, asked the 
Soviet Union to refrain from mak- 
ing statements about aiding Iran 
and warned " ... such an* 
nmmeements are contrary to the 
diplomatic policy of the 'Islamic 
Republic of Iran." 


On Monday, Khomeini responded 
angrily to news reports that the 
Soviet charge d’ affairs is Mexico 
had said the Soviets would help Iran 
militarily If Iran asked tor help. 
The religious leader asked the 
Foreign Ministry to issue the com- 
plaint, and it was taken to the 
Soviet embassy on Monday after- 
noon, a Foreign Ministry 
spokesman said. 


In his statement on the reports, 
Khomeini said; “Repetition of such 
statements could make our brave 
nation resort to actions which 
might be regrettable in the end. It 
could also necessitate the revision 
of the relations existing between 
the two countries.*’ 

In Moscow, newspapers yester- 
day carried a Tass news agency 
item headlined “Dirty Work" that 


Gandhi considers detention 
without trial for ‘crimes’ 


NEW DELHI. — Prime Minister In- 
dira Gandhi is reportedly con- 
sidering reinstating one of the 
measures enacted during her 
previous repressive regime. 
Reports of discussions about bring- 
ing back “preventive detention of 
economic offenders" came as a 
special court dropped two of three 
corruption charges against Gandhi. 

The Press Trust of India news 
agency reported yesterday that 
Gandhi met with senior Indira 
Congress Party leaders to discuss 
three ordinances intended to deal 
with pressing national matters. 

The agency said that one of them 
was the ordinance for “preventive 
detention of economic offenders." 
This ordinance — as it was applied 
during Gandhi's' two years of 
emergency fule from 1978 to 1977 — 
provides for arrest without charges 
and imprisonment without trial for 


those accused of “economic 
crimes." 

The other two ordinances discuss* 
cd were one to prevent corporate 
donations to political parties, aim- 
ed at wiping out corruption and 
favour-seeking from the industrial 
sector, and renewal of a parliamen- 
tary Act to appoint minority 
representatives to the parliament, 

Gandhi's discussions over future 
strategy came as the special court 
convened last year by then premier 
Morarji Des&i dropped proceedings 
in two esses against Gandhi, accep- 
ting her plea that they were un- 
constitutional. 

In one of the cases* Gandhi was 
charged with harassing four 
government officials who tried to 
collect information on an un- 
successful car manufacturing pro- 
ject by her son San jay. (UPI, 
Reuter) 


Attacks on food trucks 
halt Kampuchean relief 


RETHOIT, Kampuchea.' — Armed at- 
tacks on trucks delivering food to 
starving Kampucheans have forced 
the abrupt halt of the emergency 
relief supplies, officials sold yester- 
day 

Mobs, including armed soldiers, 
last Thursday assaulted trucks dis- 
tributing rice, dried fish and cook- 
ing oil to Rehou, a sprawling hut 
city of 380,000 inhabitants perched 
near Ute Thai border, the officials 
said. 

Another food convoy was at- 
tacked Monday at the nearby Ban 
Nong Samet camp where some 70,- 
000 Kampucheans have gathered 
since fighting dispersed them two 
weeks ago. 

Aid agencies met with the Thai 
military and the leadership of the 
Rehou camp Monday and again 


yesterday, to try to agree on 
resumption of food deliveries. 

Casualty figures were not 
available and aid officials could 
provide no further details on the at- 
tack. . 

In Bangkok. UN officials said 
Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim* 
would visit Thailand starting 
January 31, for talks with Thai of- 
ficials on the refugee situation in 
the country and affairs In In- 
dochina. 

Meanwhile, about 160 Kam- 
puchean refugee orphans are to be 
moved out of a UN-sponsored 
camp this week, causing concern 
among some Western refugee of- 
ficials that the children may be 
offered for adoption before it is con- 
firmed they are orphans.

‘Botha puts curbs on 
Pretoria spy system’ 



PRETORIA (Reuter). — Prime 
Minister Pieter W. Botha yesterday 
appointed two top military and 
police officers to the controversial 
Department of National Security — 
DONS — In a move apparently aim- 
ed at curbing the power of South 
Africa's intelligence service. 

DONS has come under strong 
criticism from the local press and 
leading politicians following dis- 
closures by a former South African 
security agent to a British 
newspaper on secret survetllance 
activities. 

Former agent Arthur McGlven 
told the London "Observer 1 * that 
the department keeps flies on 
leading politicians, taps their 
telephones and intercepts their 
mail.

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‘Gentle hijacker’ gives up 
in Italy, asks for asylum 


PALERMO, Sicily. — A Tunisian 
hijacker, described by his hostages 
as “gentle." freed 69 persons from 
an Alitalia DC-9 Jetliner yesterday 
and asked for political asylum in 
rtaly. 

Police said they locked up the un- 
armed hijacker — 28 -year-old 
Farid Marshri Zaiche, from a 
village near Tunis — in Palermo's 
Ucclardone prison. Judicial 
authorities were preparing charges 
against him and studying his re- 
quest for asylum. 

The hijacker, who sported a por- 
trait of Marilyn Monroe on his tee- 
shirt. was unarmed during what 
one British passenger called “quite 
the most peaceful way to be hi- 
jacked." But Zaiche had told the 
crew of the commandeered Rome- 
Tunla flight that he Had an ac- 
complice on board holding seven 


kilos of explosive. 

A Tunisian passenger who spoke 
at length with the hijacker during 
32 hours of negotiations an the tar- 
mac said afterwards there was no 
accomplice and no bomb. Zaiche 
gave himself up to an Italian 
Foreign Ministry official. 

Zaiche had earlier demanded the 
release of 25 political prisoners jail- 
ed tn Tunis on behalf of what he 
described os a "reform-minded 
political group fighting for justice 
and equality." Speaking In French, 
he called the group "Les Vtvants" 
— the living ones. 

A Tunisian passenger said the hi- 
jacker “was gentle and kind and 
wanted to show the world that a 
revolution is needed In our country. 
1 said he should find another ex- 
pression for his views." (AP, 
Reuter) 


Suarez tells Carter of Palestinians 


MADRID (UPI) . — Premier Adolfo 
Suarez says he interceded with 
President Jimmy Carter on behalf 
of the Palestinian people. Suarez 
returned yesterday from a light- 
ning visit to Washington. 

Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion chief Yasser Arafat was 
rccclved.late last year in Madrid. 

Suarez, who said his talks were 
“very positive," told newsmen at 
Madrid's Barajas Airport that his 


six-hour visit had focused on “an 
exchange of information and 
positions... on the main points now 
affecting the world in general. 

“More than anything,” Suarez 
said, “I presented (to Carter) a 
series of suggestions and proposals 
which cover UN (Security Council) 
Resolution 242 and the recognition 
of the national rights of the Palesti- 
nian people and of all the countries 
In the area to live in clearly defined, 
safe borders." 


Arafat’s gunman executed by rivals 


KUWAIT (AP). — A splinter 
Palestinian terrorist organization 
has executed a Palestinian sent by 
Yasser Arafat's 1 Fkfah terror group 
to assassinate its leader, the 
newspaper “As-Siyaasa" reported 
yesterday. 

The paper -said the Information 
was conveyed to It in a telephone 
call from an anonymous caller who 
claimed to represent the "Palesti- 
nian Movement for National 
Liberation — the Revolutionary 
Council." 

This is a group led by Sabrl al- 
Banna. code-named Abu Nldal, a 


former senior Fatah leader 
sentenced to death several years 
ago for attempting to assassinate 
-Arafat and take over the leadership 
* of the' Fatah. 

“Al-Slyassa" said the anonymous 
caller did not say where or when 
Abu Nldal's would-be-assassin was 
arrested and executed, but Abu 
Nldal's group is based in Baghdad. 

The caller identified the executed 
man as Hamdan Khalil Alissa. He 
sold Alissa made a full confession, 
saying he received bis orders from 
Fatah's second-in-command, Sal ah 
Khalaf, code-named Abu Xyad. 


Protesters mar Meany funeral 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter yesterday 
led 1.400 labour leaders and 
political and government officials 
at a funeral mass for George 
Meany, marred by a demonstration 
at Me any’ s casket as It entered the 
church. 

Two young people, a man and a 
woman, rushed through police lines 
and slammed leaflets against the 
casket of the longtime AFL-CIO 
president as it was being carried up 
the steps of St. Matthew's 
Cathedral. 

They shouted incoherently as 
police hauled them away, but the 
incident caused several members 


of Meany's family to burst into 
tears. 

The leaflets were signed by a 
Detroit organization called 
“National May Day 0980." 

Later, as one of the 
demonstrators was placed in a 
' police van, he shouted. "We must 
make our stand and fight for the 
working people. We're going to 
stand with the Iranian people. We 
are going to stand with the Afghan 
people." 

Meany, 80. died on Thursday 
night. His body lay in state for two 
days at AFL-CIO headquarters 
while hundreds of mourners filed 
past to pay their respects.

Nkomo vows guerrilla war 
‘is over, completely over’

PARIS. — The U.S. 1* seeking: Euro- 
pean and Japanese support In lta 
attempt to ban the sale of 
technologically advanced material 
to the Soviet Union, diplomatic 
sources said yesterday. 

Tho move te consistent with U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter's decision 
to restrict such sales following the 
Soviet Intervention In Afghanistan. 

But some observers thought such 
an approach might meet ' strong 
resistance from several major 
allies. 

Although the approach has so for 
been confined to bilateral dis- 
cussions. a formal U.S. request 
within the Coordinating Committee 
on Export Controls is not ruled out, 
the sources said. 

. In Brussels, a meeting of Com- 
mon Market foreign ministers 
began yesterday with the crisis 
over Afghanistan due to be a focus 
for discussions. 

The Afghan issue was also to be 
the subject of talks at NATO head- 
quarters, on the outskirts of 
Brussels, where U.S. Deputy 
Secretary of State Warren 
Christopher was briefing envoys of 
the 18 -nation alliance. 

In Tokyo, Japanese and Soviet 
Labour union leaders started five 
days of discussion on ways of 
promoting labour movements In the 
two countries. But, a Japanese 
spokesman said, the Soviet m i l ita r y 
incursion In Afghanistan would 
probably dominate the sessions. 

"Unlike in the previous meetings, 
we will take up the Afghan issue for 
debate and will denounce the Soviet 
incursion into Its neighbouring 
country." a Japanese union official 
said. 

Meanwhile. Communist East 
European countries gave strong 
support to a stinging attack on the 
Carter administration by Soviet 
President Leonid Brezhnev. 

“The interview of the top Soviet 
leader was a mighty searchlight 
and dispersed the fog of anti-Soviet 
myths of Washington, London and 
Peking," the Bulgarian military 
dally “Narodna Armla” said In a 
typical commentary. 


SALISBURY (UPI). — Black 
guerrilla leader Joshua Nkomo said 
yesterday that Rhodesia's cease- 
fire will not be allowed to collapse 
despite "serious difficulties" and 
ruled out the possibility of black 
factionalism degenerating Into civil 
war. 

In a wide-ranging conversation at 
the home of one of his aides, Nkomo 
said the two-week-old cease-fire 
“has stood up quite well. But there 
have been serious difficulties 
resulting {Tom some actions by the 
governor," Britain’s Lord Soamea.

General strike protests Italian gov’t policies 


TERROR. — An unidentified man 
last night hurled a grenade inside a 
Chinese-owned bazaar in Zam- 
boanga, In the Philippines, killing 
one person and wounding about 80 
others, six seriously, police said. It 
was the second bomb attack there 
in 23 days.

ROME (UPI). — A genera) strike 
spread over eight hours Involving 
14 million workers paralysed Italy 
yesterday In the first such action 
for 10 years by the three major un- 
ions. 

The strike, called to protest the 
Christian Democratic 

government's economic and social 
policies, Idled most factories com- 
pletely or partially, and shut down 
major stores , supermarkets and 
government and city offices. 

The postal service stopped, and 


most schools, theatres and cinema* 
were closed. 

Airlines, trains and ferryboats ' 
staged 30-minute strikes spread 
over the eight-hour working day. 

Smaller, Independent unions did 
not' join the strike, so that many 
small, private shops were open. 

Hospitals and firemen ensured, 
essential services.

Lavish praise 
by McGovern

On Hanan Bar-On, deputy 
director-general of the Foreign 
Ministry; “A friend whom I came 
to know when he was with the Israel 
Embassy ln Washington. He is one 
of the finest and wisest men ln 
Israel." 

FROM ISRAEL'S point of view, 
McGovern's meetings to Jerusalem 
must have gone well since he 
returned to the U.S. espousing 
positions on several key issues 
close to those of the Israel govern- 
ment. 

The senator, who used the form 
of a "Dear Friend" letter to his con- 
stituents to report on his December 
trip, said that he completed his day 
with Kollek “more convinced than 
ever that Jerusalem must remain a 
unified city under Israeli ad- 
ministration." 

“I hope that the negotiations lead 
to this outcome. It is Important that 
Christians, Moslems, Jews and 


other religious groups all have full 
access to their holy places. This 
assurance la fully recognized by the 
Israelis, who have given loving 
care to the religious shrines of all 
faiths In Jerusalem." 

The events in Teheran, he said, 
have given Americans "a new ap- 
preciation of the anger and fear 
which Israel has long experienced 
from terrorists." 

"It is regrettable that we have to 
live through a personal tragedy of 
this kind to comprehend some of the 
anguish which Israelis have ex- 
perienced at the hands of terrorists 
over the years. And to understand 
why the Israelis quite properly do 
not talk to the PLO and why we 
should not do so either. To do 
otherwise would confer legitimacy 
on their terrorist activities." 

The senator said It was im- 
perative that Israel remain "a 
strong and dependable ally of the

what she really thinks or fesrs. At 
that point, you can offer some 
assurances or correct mistaken Im- 
pressions — when she brings up the 
matter. And she will if she knows 
you are really interested ln what 
she has to say. Your worry that un- 
resolved small problems get worse 
and not better Is always a possibili- 
ty. but in Jenny's case, given a 
stable and supportive home, the 
need for psycho-therapy seems a 
bit premature. In any case. If you 
do succeed to bringing about the 
desired change just by cooperation 
within the family circle, you and the 
children will gain much to your 
ability to handle future problems. 
Don't be Impatient; It may take 
months for you to see real progress. 
If it doesn't work, you can always 
seek counsel later. 

THE 8ECOND mother has a seven- 
year-old whom she describes as 
nearly unmanageable. Donny Is an 
only child and a problem eater. He 
has temper tantrums, and con- 
sistently says, "No! " When he com- 
es home from school, be refusee to 
come inside to eat until he Is 
physically caught and brought to 
the table, at which time he has to be 
bribed or beaten to eat. He refuses 
to go to bed at night and regularly 
falls asleep unwashed and still ln 
his clothes. His mother says that 
nothing in the way of daily routine 
is done without scolding or spank- 
ing and ahe is desperate. In con- 
trast to this, Donny is to the second 
grade at school and neither teacher 
has so far complained of unusual 
behaviour in school. Is this a case 
for a psychiatrist? asks his mother. 

Answer: Yes. You and Donny 
appear to be involved ln a pointless 
power struggle, and one that 
neither of you can win. Instead of 
seven. Donny sounds like a two- 
year-old. A two-year-old runs the 
other way whan you call him; a 
two-year-old screams when denied; 
a two-year-old says “no" without 
thinking that perhaps the answer 
should really be "yes." But the fact 
that he can behave like a seven- 
year-old in school, that he is lear- 


ning and behaving just like the 
other children, is an indication that 
this behaviour is for your benefit 
only. In this case, the Intervention 
of professional help is definitely in- 
dicated. and the sooner the better. 
There are Just too many ordinary 
behaviours (particularly the 
pleasurable ones, like eating and 
bathing) that have fallen victims to 
a distorted Interpersonal 
relationship for the situation to Im- 
prove without some very skilful 
guidance. In addition, your letter 
makes no mention of the presence 
In the home of a husband or father 
or other family members who could 
help. Without knowing whom you 
can turn to for help, I can only 
direct you to seek help outside. If 
you are living alone and rearing 
Donny by yourself, then it is even 
more Important that you seek help 
quickly. 

THE THIRD letter la from the 
mother of a 12 -year-old boy in the 
sixth grade. Josh has a long history 
of learning disabilities associated 
with hyper-activity and impulsiyi- 
ty. Now he is no longer receiving 
help from the special education 
teacher, but with dally tutoring 
after school he Is managing to keep 
up with his class. The problem Is 
that his behaviour at home 
becomes less tolerable the older he 
gets, and the other members of the 
family resent his constant disrup- 
tion of the evening peace. His 
mother's question la whether Josh 
needs, and could benefit from, 
therapy, since she Is worried that 
this behaviour will moke him un- 
acceptable. thus further com- 
plicating his problems. 

Answer: Children who are 
described as hyper-active and Im- 
pulsive In the early grades persist 
in this behaviour until late 
adolescence. They are finger 
drummers, boot tappers, poorly 
controlled and emotionally labile. 
Unlike other children of their age. 
they seem to have almost no sense 
of what Is socially appropriate, and 
while being repulsive to others, they

United States. Indeed, Israel is a 
key factor ln our security to that 
pari of the globe.

arc poorly equipped to occupy them- 
selves independently. In plain terms, 
this means that when the family is 
watching TV, they are noisy and 
disruptive; to their relations with 
other children, they can tease or 
fight or over-react, leaving the 
other child bewildered; and when 
you have company you never know 
how they will embarrass you. They 
are, difficult .to live with and, of 
course, the older they get, the leas' 
patience others have for their inap- 
propriate behaviour. My ex- 
perience with such children Is that 
they do improve with maturity; it 
Just takes them longer than others. 

I have no objection to therapy If he 
accepts it, particularly if there Is a 
suitable group. Generally, 
however, such children are very 
resistant to treatment; they 
already suffer from a very poor 
self-image and they see treatment 
os verification of their deficiencies. 

The best therapy for them Is 
acceptance by and patience from 
their family, coupled with consis- 
tent restraint. They need activities 
where they can compete on an 
acceptable (equal la reaching too 
high) level with their peers, but it 
frequently la not available to them. 
Often their physical coordination is 
not good enough far competitive 
sports and their limited concentra- 
tion discourages them from arts 
and crafts. Yet this Is precisely 
what they need the most, and one 
should keep encouraging such ac- 
tivities. 

In the meantime, along with In- 
finite patience, try offering small 
hand activities such as knitting. 
xnAcrame. leather work or solitaire 
as something to keep the hands and 
mtnd occupied while the family is 
watching television ln the evening. 
And be consoled by the fact that 
many of these children have grown 
up to be fine adults. 

IN GENERAL, whether one needs 
professional Intervention for a child 
depends as much on the tolerance 
and personal resources of the 
parent as on the type and severity 
of the problem. Children can — and 
do — outgrow or overcome all kinds 
of disturbing behaviour — as long 
as Lhelr parents can cope with them 
on a reasonable basis. Parents fre- 
quently endure periods when they 
arc frustrated, when they just don't 
cope. That's the norm, not the ex- 
ception. But when the feelings of In- 
competence and frustration 
become so acute as to undermine a 
parent's self-esteem or engender 
outright hostility, that's the time to 
call for "help." 


"FRANCE'S MAIN aim to the Mid- 
dle East is to ensure stability," a 
senior Quay d'Orsay official told 
roe on the last day of a visit design- 
ed to allow me to study French 
opinions. 

Drawing me over to a map, he 
said; "Look at the Soviets fanning 
out steadily Into the Middle East 
and Africa, sometimes building 
their own bases, sometimes sen- 
ding Cuban soldiers. They want to 
control the Persian Gulf and the 
Red Sea. cutting Africa in two from 
north to south, storting from Libya, 
and from east to west, linking 
Angola and Mozambique. They are 
leaving the eastern shore of the 
Mediterranean to the last, with 
Syria, Lebanon, Israel and Egypt. 
That's where we want stability fast. 
In the Levant, and it's to Israel's in- 
terest as much as ours." 1 

The official did not draw any 
other conclusions from hia per- 
suasive analysis of Soviet moves. 

Two years ago, French officials 
were saying off the record that 
President Anwar Sadat had signed 
his own death warrant by his peace 
initiative. Perhaps they resented 
America's vital role to that in- 
itiative. As time went on. they 
minimized the process by calling It 
"incomplete." Today, when peace 
between Israel and Egypt is a fact, 
the Quay d’Orsay does not support 
it wholeheartedly, to put It mildly. 
And in Its call for a comprehensive 
peace, it throws the spotlight on the 
Palestine Arabs. 

Only very briefly did French 
leaders talk about "a Palestine 
Arab state": they soon decided that 
they preferred the term pafrie 
i fatherland). Last month. Premier 
Raymond Barre talked publicly 
about the “representativeness" of 
the PLO. although a senior Qual 
d’Orsay official assured me that 
France did not accord the PLO 
"sole representativeness." 

During Nasser's rule. Paris 
never got on well with Cairo, 
because of the aftermath of Suez. It 
hoped for better luck with Sadat. 
The most striking personality I met 
in Paris was the first architect of 
the Sadat-qriented trend, former 
minister Roger de Lipkowski. a 
great admirer of de Gaulle and a 
leading light ln the Gaullist party, 
the Rassemblement pour la 
Republique (RPR). De Lipkowski. 
who fought as a paratrooper with 
the Free French, told me his father 
was killed by the Nazis. 

A school friend of Glscard dTSsta- 
ing, de Lipkowski has lately been 
left by the president to cool his 
heels because of his present close 
ties with Jacques Chirac, the RPR 
chief and mayor of Paris, who is 
continually duelling with Glscard. 

"In 1972 1 was the first to say that 
Sadat means peace,” de Lipkowski 
told me in his sumptuous house 
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near the National Assembly. 
"Sadat told roe so, face to face, on 
February 25, 1972. Look how Goida 
Melr blasted me for trying to con- 
vince Israel of Sadat's wish for 
peace. 

"Israel would have had to pull its 
troops back from the Canal some 
distance, Goida refused. It would 
have led to peace. It would have 
saved so many lives. 

"In three wars, in 1948, 1958 and 
1967. Israel was ln the right.” he 
went on in trenchant tones. "But 
after Sadat came to power, the 
situation changed. And still you 


clung to your old slogans. Your out- 
dated slogans. In 1973 you were In 
the wrong. 

“Goida could have sold her 
agreement to a so-km withdrawal 
at a high price. You Israelis are 
better at making war than 
diplomacy, because you equate 
diplomacy with weakness," 
declared de Lipkowski. "Yet you 
cannot shun diplomacy, because 
of the mounting weight of Inter- 
national opinion." 

ANOTHER ADMIRER of Sadat <as 
politically remote from de 

Lipkowski os chalk from cheese) la 
Jean Daniel, the talented Jewish 
editor of the left-wing weekly 
"Nouvel Observateur." 

“I was ln favour of Sadat, the mo- 
ment he came to power," Daniel 
told me. "My paper was the first to 
back his peace initiative. I'm still 
pro-Sadat. Together we must do all 
we can to keep him in power. But 
Sadat Is in danger. He could be 
assassinated at any time. 

"The Egyptian people have been 
led to believe that peace will im- 
prove their standard of living. They 
have been told they will get big 
American investments, thanks to 
the recommendation of U.S. Jewry. 
But when the Egyptians realize this' 
is not happening, they will be dis- 
illusioned. turn against Sadat, and 
depose him." 

Daniel warned: “Sadat can no 
more afford to remain Isolated in 
the Arab world indefinitely, than 
could Tunisia's President Habib 
Bourguiba in his day." 

FRANCE'S LATEST headache is 
the upheaval In Iran, not so much 
for Its immediate effect as for Its 
possible repercussions, although 
the damage was bad enough, 
thanks to the loss of big contracts 
for missile boat and nuclear power 
station construction. 

Socialist Party spokesmen told 
me: "Our country needs peace in 
the oil-producing regions. The Shah 
had to go, of course, but we don't 
agree with what Iranian students 
have been doing." 

Some Frenchmen think back 
Ironically to the days when they 
gave Ayatollah Khomeini political 
asylum. A veteran journalist told 
me: 

"He used his four months in 
France to better advantage than all 
his 15 years' exile to Iraq. Who 
knows what the government hoped 
to get by letting him organize his 
revolution from here? Whatever It 
was. we did not get it." 

Luckily for France, Iran is 
seventh on the list of its oil 
suppliers. Saudi Arabia and Zraq 
come first, followed by Nigeria, the 
Arab Emirates, Libya and Algeria. 
France's worry, albeit unexpress- 
ed. Is that revolution might spread 
to Saudi Arabia and the Emirates.

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Economics in the shadow of politics 


With relations between the two 

superpowers approaching cold war 
status, it is more than likely that 
the movement of “flight capital" 
will continue and even increase 
from "risk areas." Such 
movements will put additional 
strains on the American dollar as 
that currency Is shifted Into 
precious metals and into the 
currencies of attractive Investment 
countries. Countries like 
Switzerland, Germany. Canada and 
Japan would be among the major 
beneficiaries. 

Any further fall In the dollar will 
make the use of strong currencies, 
Ukc the Swiss franc and the 
Deutschmark for the purchase of 
dollar commodities and precious 
metals extremely attractive. 
Investors who have bought gold or 
stiver At the recent dizzying heights 
may be squeezed out of the market. 

No less an authority than Dr. 
Guenther Reimann. editor of the 
well-known International Report, 
has pointed out that "forward sales 
of gold, silver and platinum are in 
amounts far in excess of potential 
supply. If buyers Insist on 
deliveries and sellers cannot 
deliver, the market will collapse as 
contracts will not be fulfilled." 

Those currently riding high may 
suffer losses. Reimann suggests 
that there are other commodities 
which have not followed the upturn 
and can be purchased in spot sales 
of "certificates.” 

In spite of anticipated demand tor 
non-doiiar currencies most 
analysts do not expect, over the 
coming year, a major drop in the 
value of the American currency vis- 
A-vla the Deutschmark, Swiss franc 
or pound sterling. Nevertheless, 
Israelis will be better off Investing 
in currencies other than the dollar. 

However, any sharp drop in the 
American currency will probably 
offer possibilities for switching 
some funds into the dollar with its 
considerably higher Interest 
return. Currently, Euro -dollar in- 
terest rates are 14-15 per cent, and 
they should remain at those levels 
for the medium-term, at least. 

Eur (^Deutschmark rates should 
fluctuate between 7.5-9 JIB per cent. 
The maximum to be expected for 
the Swiss franc would be 5-6 per 
cent. Pound sterling interest should 
continue to hover in the 14-16 per 
cent area with the currency becom- 
ing somewhat softer if the current 
labour unrest spreads. 

The deposit function based on fix- 
ed interest rates has become even 
more attractive lately, since new 
tax regulations free the investor 
from rate differential taxation. 

Yields from foreign currency, to 
maintain their real value, must ap- 
proximate or exceed the annual 
rise In the cost-of-living index. In 
1979 none of the above-mentioned 


Since the liberalization of foreign currency 
controls two years ago any investment 
forecast must consider external political 
developments as well as local economics, 
writes the Post's JOE MORGENSTERN , 
in the second of two articles. 


currencies appreciated at a rate 
similar to our C-o-L index. The U.S. 
dollar appreciated by 86 per cent, 
or only throe quarters of the index 
rise. The conclusion is that ap- 
proximately 30 per cent of one's in- 
vestment portfolio should be in 
foreign currency holdings. 

For those who feel unqualified to 
make their own decision, there are 
now available at Rank Leuml and 
Discount Bank Euro-Basket and 
Dollar- Basket accounts, which offer 
a mix of currencies. These types of 
deposits offer a spread of currency 
risk. 

Not even the more optimistic 
economists are prepared to predict 
that the rate of inflation for 1980 will 
fall below the three-digit mark. 
Finance Minister Ylgael Hurvitz 
reportedly has set a target of 70-80 
per cent. However, budget cutting 
efforts are meeting with stiff op- 
position from some of his 
ministerial colleagues. In addition 
the Bank of Israel,, at the 
Treasury's directive, continues to 
pump into the economy IL5-7b. a 
month. 

On the basis of the above expec- 
tations, investment in local 
securities, whether shares, index- 
linked bonds or mutual funds will 
have to yield more than 100 per cent 
in order for the return to be con- 
sidered "real." 

Last year no segment of the 
index-linked bond market was able 
to outperform the rise of the index, 
leaving that market in a relatively 
depressed condition. Bonds already 
on the market would have to rise 
some 14 per cent before new issues 
marketed by the Bank of Israel 
become attractive. Treasury of- 
ficials and economists at the Bank 
of Israel are aware of what out- 
siders have been saying for a long 
time — that the system of indexa- 
tion at best is self-defeating and 
only feeds inflation. 

Finance Minister Ylgael Hurvitz 
Is more than likely to change the 
terms of new Issues of index-linked 
bonds. He will probably lower the 
linkage from 80 per cent. In the past 
he has been an outspoken opponent 
of index-linked bonds and, if not for 
political considerations, would 
probably prefer to do away with 
those bonds altogether. 

One may assume that terms of 
bonds already outstanding will not 
be changed. However, should the 


terms of new bonds be changed, 
there will be a one-time capital gain 
from existing bonds, since their 
prices will rise to compensate for 
the worsening terms of the new 
bonds. 

Overall 1980 should see improved 
yields from index-linked bonds. 
Conservative portfolios should In- 
clude these bonds for up to 50 per 
cent of their total. 

The Israeli share market last 
year lost about 26 per cent in real 
' terms. Few shares managed to out- 
perform the cost-of-living index. 
Among bank shares only FIBI 
managed to heat the index. 
However, a number of bank options 
clearly outpaced the index. Barring 
a major collapse of the market, 
commercial bank equities should 
continue to outperform other sec- 
tors and match 1979 results. 

Investment company shares 
could outperform the rest of the 
market, and the highly depressed 
land development and real estate 
group may see a rebound. Real es- 
tate companies whose income is 
linked to the Index or to foreign 
currencies will have the best poten- 
tial. 

The industrial sector cannot be 
counted on to provide a “real" 
yield. Commitments in Industrial 
shares should be carefully con- 
sidered and only high-quality 
equities with low price/earning* 
ratios should be included in port- 
folios. 

Mutual funds also had a disap- 
pointing year, with only Leumi's 
Lahat showing a return In excess of 
the index. In the wake of the "credit 
freeze" many mutual fund holders 
redeemed their units and put a 
crimp in the manoeuvrability of the 
funds. The funds currently appear 
to be a defensive investment, with 
only somewhat more than average 
potential and appeal. 

Competition among banks for an 
ever greater share of the market in 
savings schemes will continue to 
benefit the investor. Until recently 
one of the major drawbacks of 
these schemes was the relatively 
long period — six years — before 
they could be cashed. Recently, for 
the first time three-year savings 
schemes have been offered. 

Commemorative coins issued by 
the Bank of Israel and marketed by 
the Israel Government Coins and 
Medals Corporation enjoyed an ex- 


cellent price run-up in 1979. On the 
assumption that the price of gold 
could double in the current year, 
these coins continue to be an ex- 
cellent Investment. 

The Bcn-Gurion gold coin issued 
In 1974 and tho Bonds gold coin 
issued in 1975 are currently priced 
at less than their gold bullion con- 
tent. 

There Is little doubt that real es- 
tate has been the foundation of the 
majority of fortunes made In Israel. 
Land bought years ago has In many 
instances appreciated 

astronomically In value. For three 
decades Israelis have traditionally 
invested In extra apartments, 
either for their children or strictly 
as an Investment. However, these 
investments, while still to be view- 
ed positively, no longer have the 
same attraction they once had. * 

The value of art objects continues 
to climb. Not only is this true of 
masters, but the prices of paintings 
by leaser-known painters and sculp- 
tors has been on a steady upward 
course. The works of Israeli 
painters have also participated in 
this upsurge. Reuven Rubin's 
lithographs which sold for ILlOO- 
IL150 a decade ago, are now 
fetching some 51,500. Zarltzky's 
watercolours have appreciated at a 
similar rate. 

Diamonds have in recent years 
assumed an ever-growing role in in- 
vestment portfolios. Investment- 
grade diamonds of one carat or 
more, have become relatively 
scarce. Israel being perhaps the 
world's major diamond centre 
offers interesting possibilities for 
investment In gems. 


The price of diamonds is relative- 
ly depressed. People who Invest In 
diamonds will be rewarded, if they 
are prepared to wait two years or 
longer. 


In summary, 1980 will be a dif- 
ficult year for the Israeli economy 
and consequently for the investor. 
The current credit freeze will bring 
about a measure of unemployment 
and more than a few firms will go 
out of business. 

Inflation, recessionary conditions 
notwithstanding, will continue at a 
high rate. The rate of the devalua- 
tion of the Israel pound will con- 
tinue, but should be less than the 
rate of inflation. In spite of a hous- 
ing shortage the price of housing 
will tend to ease. 

Internationally, the "flight' 
capital,” primarily from oil-rich 
Middle East countries, will find its 
way into commodity markets and 
the prices of metals will continue to 
rise. 

In spite of the difficult conditions 
here and in most Western coun- 
tries. a judicious Investment policy 
will go a long way to maintaining 
the real value of savings.

THE HISTADBI7T affiliated 
moshav movement has absorbed 
about l.

BETWEEN April and December 
1979 the Vegetable Marketing 
Board’s inspection unit recorded 3,- 
300 tons of vegetables being 
marketed unlawfully. The unit also 
caught 451 head of cattle being 
transferred to market illegally; 8 
tons of illegally marketed olives 
and 472 tons of peanuts. According 
to the board the most frequently 
smuggled vegetables are tomatoes, 
followed by dry onions, 
watermelons, cucumbers and 
potatoes. 


MEKOROT spokesman Mordechai 
Yakohovltch has warned farmers 
who haven’t paid their water bills to 
do so Immediately since otherwise 
the company will dose their taps. 
Yakohovltch says farmers owe the 
company over IL80m. Farmers get 
75 more days grace to pay than they 
arc given by the Electric Corpora- 
tion, he added. 


THE SECOND SWISS gardening 
exhibition will open in Basle on 
April 12. It will be open for six 
months, till October 12. The Swiss 
Ministry of Tourism spokesman 
said the exhibition will also deal 
with ecology and quality of life 
problems. Tho show will occupy a 
450-dunam area and the organizers 
expect more than three million 
visitors. 


Some U.S. petrol 
pumps switch to litres 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — The U.S. 
Metric Board estimates more than 
2,000 stations In upwards of 80 
American states now are selling 
petrol by the litre. 

The board said it expects many 
more service stations to switch to 
litres because of the problems In 
modifying pumps to compute prices 
of more than 99.9 cents & gallon 
(3.78 litres). 

The Metric Board said most of 
the U.S. 1.5 million petrol pumps 
are Incapable of registering prices 
of more than $1 a gallon.

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Eisenberg group bids to 
expand bank holdings

TEL AVIV. — Hie Eisenberg group 
of companies which already holds a 
controlling interest In the First 
International Bank of Israel and the 
Maritime' Bank, has submitted a 
bid to Baron Edmond de Rothschild 
for part of his shares in the Israel 
General Bank. 

The Jerusalem Post has also 
learned from authoritative sources 
that the Elsentaerg group is actively 
bidding for those shares of the 
Tcfahot mortgage bank which are 
owned by the government. The 
offer is for $16ra., the same figure 
originally negotiated by the United 
Mizrahi Bank in consortium with 
Canada’s Reichxnann brothers. 

Developments leading to the hid. 
for tho Israel General Bank shares 
followed the collapse of similar 
negotiations initiated by Marc 
Mosevica. of Elite, and a group of 
Industrialists including I. Pecker 
and Dov Laubnan. It is understood 
that the Mosevics group as part of 
its bid, promised the expansion of 
the Israel General Bank by opening 
an additional 10 branches. 

It was also understood as part of 
the deal that David Golan, who 
resigned ten days ago as general- 
manager of The First International 
Bank, would come in to assist with 
top management and planning, at 
Israel General Bank. Unexpected- 
ly, Pecker granted an interview to 


Jfa’arin, In which he discussed the 
anticipated purchase of the Israel 
General Bank shares. In the inter- 
view, Pecker mentioned the buyers 
Intended to close down two 
branches of the bank after the deal.

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Swedish worker gels $10 an hour, Israeli $2.80 

Output of Israeli workers 
far lower than in the West

The Israeli worker’s Gross 
Domestic Product (GDP) output In- 
creased by about 100 per cent in the 
past decade, rising from an annual 
$5,000 in 1970 to about $11,000 in 
1978. But this fell far short of 
developments in the industrial 
Western countries, where output 
per worker increased by up to 300 
per cent and reached $20,000-$28,000 
a year. 

Comparing productivity per 
worker over the 1970s in nine 
democracies, a study by the Israel 
Institute of Productivity published 
recently shows that the Israeli 
worker has dropped from eighth 
place in 1970 to last place In 1978. 
Germany, with $20,71 0 annual GDP 
per worker, France ($22,310), the 
U.S. ($22,200) and Sweden ($20,880) 
bead the list.

HAIFA. — It's tuning' out a cold 
winter. At the port here, and not Just 
because of the wsatber. The port is 
swamped with refrig e rated ships 
(reefers) trying to' unload 
thousands of tons; «f frozen meat, 
for which there are neither 
custom era nor room in cold storage 
plants; : 

Yesterday, 28 days after her 
arrival from . South America, the. 
Creek-flag r eefer Marietta finally 
completed »"t«««M»g 1,100 tons of 
beef import«H>y the Ministry of In- 
dustry aiSTTrade. The rate of imr 
loading was only half the possible 
130 tons a shift, because all the cold 
storage warehouses are bursting at

In addition, the ship had brought 
Z^XM) tons ril frozen juice concen- 
irate+and 700 tons of fish fillet for 
private Importers, who also had 
great difficulty storing their 
merchandise.

Scandinavian. The vessel la due 
here next Wednesday, and the 
agents fear that she too will have to 
spend a long time in port. 

Next month two more cargoes of 
beef of 1.000 tons each are due here 
from Argentina. They too will 
almost certainly cost tens of 
thousands of dollars for time spent 
by the reefers waiting to unload.

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Gush Emunim run Cabinet 

THE GOVERNMENT’S practice of putting up Jewish 
settlements in the middle of the most heavily populated parts of 
Judea and Samaria — also widely known as the West Bank — 
has from its inception, some two and a half years ago, provoked 
three major objections. 

First, because usable — let alone arable — state lands are 
rather scarce In the region, private Arab holdings have on more 
than one occasion been expropriated to accommodate such 
Jewish outposts. This has been justified on the ground that a 
public purpose is involved, notably where It spells security, and 
that this is enough under Israel law. 

It is not, however, enough, as the High Court ruled in the cases 
of both Belt El and Ellon Moreh last year. For the West Bank is 
not Israel, but Israel-occupied territory, and even the security 
argument will be held inadmissible if it is mixed up with ex- 
traneous — e.g., political — claims of right. 

Secondly, while the settlements are mainly supposed to af- 
firm the principle that Judea and Samaria, “the heart of the 
nation," should not be out of bounds for Jews, their settlers, 
mostly affiliated with Gush Emunim, are rather Inclined to the 
idea that the area should in fact become dominated by them. 

The settlement that is now being readied at Jabol Kabir, 
overlooking Nablus, for the, still uncertain, transfer of the prer 
sent inhabitants of Ellon Moreh, is a perfect example. 

It is shaping up as on enormously expensive non-viable, 
Lilliputian hamlet, that will serve no purpose except to threaten 
the Arabs all around with disinheritance — at least, if they fall 
to submit to Gush Emunlm’s flat. 

This, roughly, was the case that MK Moshe Dayan 
(Independent) made against the J&bal Kabir site in a Knesset 
motion narrowly defeated on Monday. Although Mr. Dayan will 
not admit it. a similar case could easily be made against the 
majority of the villages plunked down in the West Bank when he 
was foreign minister until very recently. 

Thirdly, although official policy, as enshrined' in the Camp 
David accords, would allow the consideration of multiple op- 
tions for the administered territories after the expiration of the 
autonomy, the settlements are by their very dynamic 
calculated to leave any future Israeli regime only one practical 
choice: the extension of Israel’s sovereignty. 

The more settlements are put up all over the West Bank, no 
matter where, and at what cost, the less likely will their dis- 
mantling be if the Land Is ever ceded to another rule. Therefore, 
no part of the Land will ever be ceded. 

This is, even if it is denied, the true rationale of the 
government’s settlement policy, and it is taken directly from 
the ideological arsenal of Gush Emunim. It applies in equal 
measure to J&bal Kabir and to, say, Ellon Moreh. 

In the Knesset this week Mr. Dayan sought to draw- a distinc- 
tion in explaining his motion. He had to, because he had been the 
architect of the original cabinet decision to set up an outpost at 
Eilon Moreh. His argument was not very convincing. 

It had not been his idea, claimed Mr. Dayan, that the govern- 
ment should be run by Benny Katsover and Rabbi Levinger. 
Granted: but in the matter of settlement that is essentially how 
it was and is still being run. 

Children allowance 

MERITORIOUS though it is to slash government expenditure, 
the authorities should take care — in this case almost literally — 
not to throw the baby out with the bathwater. 

Abolishing the family allowance tor the first two children and 
confining it to large families, as suggested by the Treasury, 
would come under the heading of economy measures that do 
more harm than good. 

The allowance was introduced as part of the tax reform in 
1975, to replace the rebate given to families with offspring under 
the age of 18 in their charge. If the cash grant too is eliminated, 
small families will he left with ho fiscal relief at all. They will in 
fact pay the same tax and receive the same benefits as childless 
couples. 

No other country in the whole world has that situation. Most 
affected are newlyweds, who will be discouraged from starting a 
family, since they will not get any financial concession until the 
third infant is born— which takes time. Meanwhile their tax bill 
will take no account of the monetary burden involved in bring- 
ing up a new generation. 

Intent on cutting inflation-creating budget deficits. Treasury 
mandarins are irked that the state has to send out cheques 
every month — IL490 per child — to people who live in posh 
villas and can afford a second car. 

Such recipients could well dispense with official largesse. But 
to abolish the allowance for them only would raise the question 
why they should pay a full monthly premium to the National In- 
surance Institute — a premium that is larger than is charged 
the lower-income groups and promises to be made larger still 
under current budget proposals. 

The best way to economise would be: cancel the tax ex- 
emption afforded to family allowances. All income should be 
taxed — did not the Ben-Shachar Committee on Tax Reform say 
so? Tax is a payment for social services, Including defence. The 
very poor pay nothing, those with small incomes pay a little, the 
better-off pay half their income. 

There is no reason why this rule should not apply to social 
benefits as well, if the government is really serious about cut- 
ting its outlays to the bone. 


POSTSCRIPTS 


A SOVIET plan to divert the flow of 
major Siberia rivers south, away 
from the Arctic Ocean and toward 
new agricultural lands, may have 
an impact on the climate of the 
northern hemisphere, according to 
a research team operating under a 
grant from the U.S. Office of Naval 
Research. 

The climate research unit of the 
University of East Anglia Is ex- 
amining the vast Soviet project as 
part of a study intended to deter- 
mine the possibility of predicting 
specific climatic changes. 

An article In "New Scientist” 
relates the work to the crop failures 


of the early 1970s when panic Soviet 
buying doubled the world wheat 
price. That crop disaster underlin- 
ed the fact that world food reserves 
are adequate only to cover a month 
or so. and would not be sufficient if 
there were poor harvests for a year 
on a global scale. 

The article said the Soviets are 
making great efforts to overcome 
this problem by tripling grain 
production in Kazakhstan and Cen- 
tral Asia with the aid of large-scale 
irrigation. In the next five years the 
Soviets plan to spend 40 billion 
roubles in draining and irrigating 
100 million dunam of land.

OPEN SEASON ON 
OIL PRICING 

BENJAMIN SHWADRAN examines the demise of Saudi 
influence within OPEC and the consequences that may 
flow from the failure of member states to reach agree- 
ment at the Caracas conference. 


IN SPITES OF the conflicting In- 
terests among OPEC 1 members 
stemming from political, and 
economic differences, all are aware 
that oil is not an Inexhaustible 
resource; that ultimately It will run 
out. It is, therefore, Imperative that 
the oil be exploited for the 
economic, financial and social ob- 
jectives of each country. 

This can be accomplished in two 
ways: prolonging the exploitation 
period as far as possible and ob- 
taining the highest passible price 
for their product.' 

Since the founding of OPEC in 
1960, the overwhelming majority of 
members refused to allow the 
organization to regulate produc- 
tion, this right being jealously 
retained by each member. And 
from 1973, when the oil-producing 
countries took the price-fixing 
power Into their own hands, until 
March 2979, the price of oil was un- 
iformly based on Saudi' Arabian 
light as the marker crude. 

There were some differences in 
price among the various types of 
crude, but generally the price of 
Saudi light served as the basis for 
all the contracts signed between the 
producing countries, the oil com- 
panies and other customers. 

DURING THE LAST six years, the 
OPEC countries have arrived at a 
theoretical objective of the ultimate 
price for their oil. It was first 
mooted by some daring members 
four years ago, and It eventually 
became the accepted aim of aU 
members: The price of oil would 
reach the level that would make it 
competitive with alternative 
energy sources. 

Although it has now become 
fashionable a mong all major 
producers to plead for the develop- 
ment of alternative sources of 
energy in order to preserve their 
precious, limited oil supplies, the 
real fear of all the oil-producing 
countries Is the development of 
such viable alternatives. The price 
of oil must, therefore, remain com- 
petitive with that of replacements. 

Since there is a considerable 
difference between the existing and 
the final price, a very serious 
difference of opinion has developed 
between the radical and conser- 
vative members of OPEC. The con- 
servatives prefer a gradual ad- 
vance for two reasons — firstly, 
consumers might react strongly to 
,the high prices and bring about the 
rapid development of alternatives; 
secondly, they fear a possible 
collapse of the entire Western 
economic system of which these 
conservative countries are a part 
and on which they depend. The 
radical members, on the other 
hand, are ready, indeed anxious, to 
increase prices precipitously even 
if such a move causes a serious dis- 
location of Western economies. 

UNTIL the Iraxdan crisis, Saudi 
Arabia was the decisive factor in all 
OPEC decisions. Price increases 
were moderate: 10 per cent In Oc- 
tober 1979; 10 per cent in J&nuaxy- 
July 1977; while prices were frozen 
from July 2977 to December 1978. 

Indeed, at the Bali OPEC 
meeting in May 1978, the Saudi Oil 
Minister, Sheikh Zakl ramanl. 


declared victoriously after the 
organization refused to Increase the 
price that “Nobody can Increase 
prices without Saudi Arabia." But 
the Iranian revolution, which began 
In 2978. not only caused a shortage 
of five million barrels a day on the 
International market, but also un- 
dermined ■ Saudi Arabia's Implicit 
faith in, and reliance on, the United 
States. Saudi Arabia's position in 
OPEC was badly damaged, if not 
irreparably weakened. 

The Saudis believed that through 
OPEC they could control the oil 
price, increasing it gradually until 
It reached the ultimate goal — com- 
petition with alternative forms of 
energy. Even the increases adopted 
at the .'December 2978 OPEC 
meeting were moderate — a total of 

10 per cent spread over 1979. 

The first breach in the OPEC 
pricing system came in March 
1979: OPEC had accepted a 
minimum price ot $14.55 for Saudi 
Arabia marker crude, but all other 
members could now add sur- 
charges to this minimum. Primari- 
ly a a the result of the shortage 
created by the Iranian crisis and 
the hysterical, demand for oil (also 
caused by the crista), various 
OPEC members added surcharges 
of up to $5 a barrel. 

This phenomenon frightened 
Saudi Arabia. So, when OPEC met 
In Geneva at the end of June, the 
Saudis announced they were willing 
to increase their price to $18 a 
barrel in the hope that such an in- 
crease would bring OPEC 
members back to a uniform price. 

In the event,, there was a com- 
promise. The basic price was 
accepted as $18 a barrel, but 
members would be free to increase 
their prices to $23.50. Saudi Arabia 
reluctantly accepted this decision, 
but stubbornly held the price of its 
own oil at $ 18 , hoping that this 
would reduce the demand in other 
OPEC countries and that these 
countries would be forced to reduce 
their prices. 

BUT THE SHORTAGE — real or 
artificial — caused an increase in 
demand and various customers 
were ready to pay not only the max- 
imum OPEC price hut even to buy 

011 on the spot market, where prices 
were $3 to $S above the OPEC max- 
imum. A number of OPEC (as well 
as non-OPEC) oil producers raised 
their prices above the OPEC max- 
imum. claiming- that- they, rather 
than speculators, were entitled to 
benefit from the difference. 

And so. in October 1979, Saudi 
Arabia announced that it would 
raise its price above $18 if the other 
OPEC members would agree to a 
uniform price. 

After consultation, the moderate 
states — Saudi Arabia, Qatar, the 
United Arab Emirates and 
Venezuela — announced, five days 
before the opening of the OPEC 
meeting, that they would raise their 
prices to $24 a barrel, an increase of 
one-third. But even before the con- 
ference opened. Libya announced 
an increase to $30 a barrel; the 
Saudi effort was a total failure. 

After three days of hectic formal 
and informal negotiations, the con- 
ference broke up without agreeing 
on any price. Each member was 


left to set its own price. 

It should be noted that since the 
end of April 1979, a number of 
OPEC countries exploited the shor- 
tage of oil in the world market to In- 
crease — not always by completely 
legitimate means — their oil 
revenues. 

'The very high prices on the spot 
market persuaded a number of oil 
producers to Bend greater amounts 
of their oil to that market. And they 
forced their customers to “volun- 
tarily" relinquish about 15 per cent 
of the amounts contracted for, sen- 
ding the difference to the spot 
market. In addition, some countries 

— extremist Iraq as well as 
moderate Kuwait — Introduced a 
new principle: The “most- 
favoured-seller clause." In terms of 
this clause, customers agreed to In- 
creases above the price stated In 
the contract to any level charged by 
any other producing country. 

WHAT ARE the consequences of 
the failure of the Caracas con- 
ference? 

In order to persuade the OPEC 
members to accept the proposal of 
a uniform price. Saudi Oil Minister 
Yamanl threatened that a wild In- 
crease In prices would lead to a 
sharp decline in demand, which 
would create a great surplus, with 
prices dropping to a point where 
each oil producer would compete 
with the others in an effort to sell Its 
oil. 

In the present circumstances 
there is, in fact, no such danger: 
There Is still a shortage of oil In the 
world market, and the spot market 
price is still rising. The producing 
countries admittedly send ever 
greater amounts of their oil to the 
spot market, but even if consump- 
tion is reduced, each producing 
country could cut Its output and 
thus maintain the high prices. 

The single way to break this cycle 
would be tor the great OPEC 
producers suddenly to increase, 
production and bringdown prices to 
eliminate the spot market. 

In fact, no great OPEC producer 

— not even Saudi Arabia t- would 
be willing or able to increase 
production to such a degree. The 
real danger to the consumer coun- 
tries. in addition to the high prices, 
is the possibility of a serious cut in 
production. 

It is clear, therefore, that 
Yamanl’s threat was unrealistic 
and that OPEC members were not 
impressed by It. Indeed, since the 
conference ended, a number of 
members, Including the so-called 
"moderates," have substantially 
increased the price above the $24-a- 
barrel mark set by Saudi Arabia. 

DOES THE inability of the con- 
ference to reach agreement en- 
danger the organization itself? Is 
there a possibility that OPEC will 
break up and that the situation will 
return to that which existed before 
the formation of OPEC? 

There does not appear to be any 
Immediate danger to the existence 
of OPEC. The organization has, 
since its establishment, possessed 
no executive power; every con- 
ference decision has to be un- 
animously approved — and even 
then cannot become’ effective until 
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it is officially confirmed by the 
governments of the delegates. 

OPEC has no power to force a 
member to follow its orders. No 
member has surrendered any 
power to OPEC, and all have ex- 
ploited OPEC for their own ends. 

In spite of the Inability of the 
Caracas conference to reach agree- 
ment, the basic framework of the 
organization remains intact: OPEC 
members can continue to exploit 
the organization, and the organiza- 
tion will continue -to serve its 
members. 

There are, however, two dangers 
facing OPEC: The first Is If new, 
gigantic oil resources are suddenly 
discovered, flooding the world 
market to the point of bringing 
down prices to pre-OPEC levels-; 
the second is if the major oil con- 
sumers — the U.S., Western Europe 
and Japan — suddenly exit con- 
sumption by 30 to 50 per cent. The 
oil-producing countries would then 
have no choice but to sell their oil at 
very low prices in competition with 
one another. 

Neither of these possibilities, 
however, seems likely to occur. No 
forecasts of major discoveries have 
been made. And even if Mexican 
claims are accepted (that their 
reserves are equal to, if not greater 
than, those of Saudi Arabia), the 
fact is that Mexico's prices are very 
close to the spot-market levels. 
Moreover. Mexico has announced 
that it will limit production to 
development needs. The Mexican 
output will, therefore, be ..very 
modest. Neither is the full extent of 
Chinese oil reserves known. But 
even if China has great oil reserves, 
they are likely to he used for 
China's own economic develop-’ 
ment. 

So it must be concluded that as 
long as the demand for oil remains 
as it Is. there is no danger that 
OPEC will collapse. 

WHAT WILL BE the repercussions 
of the Caracas conference on the 
consumer countries? 

It must be clear that all prices — 
even the “moderate” $24-a- barrel 
price established by Saudi Arabia 
— will continue to rise. Since there 
Is no willingness or capacity by the 
great producers to increase produc- 
tion, spot market prices will con- 
tinue to soar.

THE TEACHERS* SIDE 


To Itie Editor 0/ The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — Your editorial of January 9 
on the teachers 1 sanctions is unfair. 
Your snide remark comparing 
teachers to port workers is con- 
temptuous. Why port workers? 
How about journalists? 

Why don’t you report the fact that 
members of the Association of 
Secondary School Teachers have 
never reneged, and are not reneg- 
ing now. on any agreement — wage 
or other — signed by them? Why do 
you neglect to inform your readers 
that secondary school teachers did 
not sign a wage agreement and still 
receive salaries according to a 
scale clearly understood to be tem- 
porary until the publication of the 
Etzioni Commission report? And 
this goes back to April 1978! 

Linkage or no linkage, the fact 
remains that teachers' salaries lag 
far behind not only those of com- 
parable professions, but those of 
people who work under far leas 
strenuous conditions and who bear 
far leas responsibility tban 
teachers. You report the threat ot 
the Engineers' Union to demand 
further salary Increases If 
teachers’ salaries are adjusted. 
They still use the long-debunked 
red herring of “less hours and more 
holidays." Engineers, and many 
others like them, of lower academic 
qualifications and leu seniority 
than some of my colleagues, 
receive salaries some 60 per cent 
higher than ours. 

You warn us all of the serious 
economic problems we will all be 
teeing. You are wrong there: 
teachers, young and old, are 
already facing economic problems 
— they cannot support their 
families on the salary they receive 


and many have left and are leaving 
the profession. 

One does not have to refer to 
emotionally-charged subjects like 
Ellon Moreh, nor even to govern- 
ment waste, in order to show that 
money could he found. It Is up to the 
government, and especially the 
Minister of Education , to decide on 
Its priorities. I am all for free 
education for all, the long school 
day, new and Improved curricula, 
smaller classes and many other 
worthwhile innovations, but not if 
they are being paid for out of the 
teachers* pockets. Nothing Is more 
important in education than the 
well-trained, hard-working, , 
economically stable and satisfied ' 
teacher. 

You would do better If you were to 
remind the government and the 
public that secondary school 
teachers received the promise of 
the Prime Minister, the Minister of 
Education, the Chairperson of the 
Knesset Education Committee, as 
well as of a third of all Knesset 
Members of all parties, that the Et- 
zioni Report would be im- 
plemented. You speak about the 
"new rules of the game." There 
seems to be only one new rule: 
ministers do not have to keep their 
word. After all, they can fix their 
own salaries and don't get fired for 
incompetence. 

I would, Sir, propose that you 
take a stand supporting the 
teachers and not against them — 
for the good of this country's future.

Sir, — Coming as 2 do from the 
U.S. and having spent some time In 
South Africa, thus seeing apartheid 
in action, I can attest that Yosef

If this is not a 
difference In kind, I don’t know 
what Is. 

Secondly, to compare racism in 
the U.S. to that of South Africa by 
glibly stating “...another racist 
society (the U.S.)...” gives a 
patently false impression of the 
state of racism in the U.S. The 
matter of degree Is Uke comparing 
a broken arm with terminal cancer. 
The matter of kind Is total.

Yosef Goell comments: 

When I sat down to write my im- 
pressions of South Africa and of the 
apartheid problem, I, of course, 
realized that the issue was one that 
would unavoidably evoke Intensely 
emotional gut-reactions from 
readers holding vastly different 
views. 
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Z was thus very careful, in trying 
to convey as realistic a picture as 
possible, to differentiate between 
racial attitudes end practices. 
What Z wrote was that the dominant 
attitudes of Whites to Blacks In 
South Africa differed from those in 
other countries with a racist 
heritage, such as the U.S., in degree 
rather than in kind. 

Z went on to detail that the ques- 
tion of South Africa's racist prac- 
tices, enshrined in its laws and con- 
stitution, was sui generis for the 
Western world with which It would 
like to be associated. 

Dr. Sacks in effect corroborates 
my contention in speaking of the 
"U.S. manifestations of (this) 
dominant attitude.” 

I believe that apartheid is evil ; so 
do many White South Africans and 
even Afrikaners whom I met. But I 
believe that the racial situation in 
South Africa Is so complex as to 
merit public interest In the whys of- 
apartheid and of the implications 
Inherent In proposals for its 
replacement with other systems. I 
do not subscribe to the proposition 
that the Afrikaners are White devils 
who richly deserve the unavoidable 
fate of being subjected to Black 
majority racist domination to pay 
for their sin of apartheid. 

Men and women of goodwill, 
sincerely concerned for the best In- 
terests of both Blacks and Whites in 
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South Africa, would do well to learn*. u e ? ^°®t I 
and ponder the complexities of mr' k tebu.
